By an Order of Your Majesty in Council the place on this 
Board vacated by the superannuation of Sir George Webbe 
Dasent, referred to in our last Report, has been filled by the 
appointment of Lord Francis Hervey, one of the signatories of 
this Report, as Second Commissioner, Mr. W. J. Courthope having 
previously been appointed First Commissioner.

Compared with the year 1891 these figures show an increase, 
under head T., of 1,162, and an increase, under head II., of 560^ 
the result in the aggregate being an increase of 1,722. 

Home Services. 

During the year under review the results of 81 competitions Competitions 
(excluding the Indian, Military, Naval, and Colonial Services, ^" ^^^2* 
$ind examinations fpr promotion) were announced, of which 41 
were OpeA Competitions. 

These included one competition for Assistantships of Excise, 
one for Out-door GflBicerships of Customs, and one for 12 Clerk- 
ships, Class I., of the Civil Service. 

In connexion with the last-mentioned examination a question 
arose as to the extent of the operation of Clause 2 of Your

Majesty's Order in Council of 15th August 1890, which altered 
the limits of age previously prescribed for clerkships Class I. in 
the Civil Service. Your Commissioners held that the limits of 
age fixed by that Order were to be taken as subject to the 
General Regulation 4 framed under Clause V. of Your Majesty's 
Order in Council of 4th June 1870, but as this view was not 
shared by certain other Departments, some discussion took 
place upon the subject, which resulted in the admission that our 
view of the matter was correct. *'* : 

Inuring the year five vacancies of a kind, usually filled by Open 
Obmpetttion under the Class I. Regulations, were provided 
for'by tratisferiiftd ibtlr by promotioiK 

^ Four vacancies among Assistant Surveyors of Taxes were filled 
by the promotion of Second Division Clerks.

Two Open Competitions for Second Division Clerkships 
together with t^yo competitions under Clause XL of the Order 
mUouncil of 12lt February 1 876 were held in 1892, At these 
examinations 1,526 candidates competed for 359 appointments. 

The entire number of Second Division Clerks appointed since 
the date (12th February 1876) of the Order in Council which 
created the Division was, at the end of last year, 3,869 ; includ- 
ing 705 exceptionally appointed, chiefly from the class of Tempo- 
rary Copyists. 

The number of Second Division Clerks assigned during the 
year 1892 for temporary duty was 15. 

Fifty-two Clerks were transferred fix>m one Department to 
another in 1892. The entire number of such transfers since the 
Order in Coimcil of February 1876 is 489- 

There iwere 17 casefi last year of the rejection of a Clerk on 
pro^^ion. Outt of the, whole number who have- been admitted 
on probation, 109 have been rejected, of whom 80 were allowed 
further trials, wjbich, so far as ;is,, at present known, have in no 
<j^e proved unsatisfactory. The ^reasons for the rejections are 
given in detail at p. 48 of the Appendix. 

Under the rule laid down in 1884, by which Second Division 
Clerks are allowed to name the Departments in which they 
would prefer to serve, it was found to be possible last year to 
l^ve effect to these preferences in 175 cases. In 104 other cases, 
)i^owever, it was necessary to disregard them in order to meet the 
ilbig^ieies of the Public S^'Vide. N<o Clerk, howeVef, has been 
forced to serve in any particular Department unless .all above 
^|fli):Qiii the liat had declined to serve there. ' 

-Two examinations for Boy Clerkships were held in li592. The 
number of boys selected was 412; and 1,258^ candidates 
pi^^hted theihselves. The aggregated numbers for the sevente^i;i 
yfears, 1876-1892, were 15,250 candidates and 2,287 vacancies. 
Of these 15,250, however, 7,571 failed to show a competent

proficiency in ihe obligatory subjects, handwriting, spelling, and 
arithmetic ; so that the number of qusdified competitors waa 
reduced to 7,679, or between three and four for every yacanoy# 

One Boy Clerk was returned to usi last year as having £a.i}ed Probation of 
to pass his probation, but he has since been assigned to another ^y Oltrks. 
Department. The ground of rejection was inefficiency. 

In all 105 Boy Clerks have been rejected on probation, of 
whom 88 have been allowed a fresh trial in other Departments ; 
the remainder have either resigned or have been removed from 
the list as unfit for the Service generally. 

Of the 41 Open Competitions for the Home Service, the Competitions 
results of which were announced diuing the year, sev^i werei for apTOintmeni. 
situations of a professional or iechnical character, open only 
to personjs who had undergone a certain amount of previous 
technical training, as explained in our twenty -ninth Report. « 

Of the 34 non-technical competitions, 14 were for appoint- Com|k^$i|m«-%* 
ments in the Post Office. In 8 of these ^fourteen, 4,297 femrfe ^ 1^""^^^^ 
candidates competed for 274 situation^ ; and in six, 1,022 boy^ ments. ^ 
competed for 67 situations. 

These figures show that the average number of female candi^^ Post Office 
dates competing for each situation, which was 27 in 1888, and appo"itni«iit«- 
had fallen to 18 in 1889, to 16 in 1890, and to 11 in 1891, had 
risen in 1892 to above 15. 

The total number of Men Copyists on the Register on the 31st Temporary 
December last was 532 ; and the number in actual employment, Men^^ *' 
as nearly as can be stated, 508. 

In pursuance of the provisions of the Minute issued by the Bonos and 
Lords of the Treasury in December 1886, allowing bonus ff»*^i*J- 
and gratuity under certain conditions to be paid to Copyists, 
we have paid in tbe eouise of the year in alt 934 bpmises 
amounting to 4,81S{., an^ griatuities in 40 cas6s amounting 
to2,973i. 

The policy of this Minute has received a further development Abstractors, 
within the ladt thr^e. years, by th^ promotion of meritorious 
Copyists of proved ability to the position of Abstractors or 
Assistant Clerks. This is a new class of permanent o£5cials 
employed in various departments in which there is work to be 
done inferior to that usually entrusted to Clerks of the Second 
Division, but somewhat higher than that performed by tempo- 
rary Copyists. The number of Copyists oo promote^d up to the 
31st December last amounted to 267. . ,

examination for Boy Clerkships had reached the standard of ^^^ ^ '^'' 
qualification for Boy Copyists were placed on the Begister, 
thus raising the total of registrations to 330. Besides the above, 
11 were registered in virtue of the rule ^ enabling successful 
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candidates at examinations for Boy Clerkships to serve as Boy 
Copyists pending their appointment as Boy Clerks, and 9 Boy 
Copyists were restored to the Register. During the same 
period the number of withdrawals and removals was 315. 
The total number on the Begister at the end of the year was 
1,053, and the number serving 825. 

The number of applications made to us, in 1892, for the grant 
of certificates under the exceptional provisions of Clause VIL of 
the Order in Council of 4th June 1870 amounted to 640. This 
clause has now been used in 3,443 cases altogether; in the 
great majority of which examination has been wholly dispensed 
with. Certificates have been granted in 2,996 cases, and refused 
in 117. The balance includes cases undecided at the end of 
1892, and cases in which candidates declined to proceed, &c. 

Indian Services. 

The annual open competition for the Civil Service of India 
(the first examination under the Revised Regulations*) was 
held in August 1892. Thirty-two appointments were ofiered^ 
whicli were distributed as follows amongst the several 
Presidencies, &c. : — 

North-West Provinces, Punjab, Oudb, and 

Central Provinces - - - - 14 

Bengal, Lower Provinces, including Assam - 7 
Madras - - - - - 5 

Bombay - - ... - 4 

Burma - - - - - 2 

The number of competitors, including one candidate who 
died siiortly after being successful, was 69, or about two for 
each vacancy. 

According to the information supplied by the 32 successful 
competitors in May and June 1892, when they were applying for 
admission to the competition, 17 had completed a full University- 
course and were entering for the examination without ' any 
special preparation beyond that aflforded by their own CoUegea. 
or University teachers ; 10 had, in addition to a University 
course of greater or less duration, been specially prepared ; while 
five relied entirely on special preparation. • 

In July 46 candidates who had completed their two years' 
term of probation in this country came up for their final 
examination. With three exceptions all of these candidates 
were pronounced duly qualified for admission to the Civil Service 
of India. Of the candidates excepted two failed in the literary 
examination, and one failed to satisfy the Commissioners of his 
ability to ride. 

The annual examination for the Forest Service of India was 
held in June. Thirty-two ca^ndidates attended, of whom the 
required number, viz., 12, were selected for admission to Coopers 
Hill College.

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Military Services. 

Four Pieliminary Examinations for the Army were held during Military 
the year 1891, viz., in March, June, September, and December, ^^^natmns 
Of the 2,662 candidates who were examined, 848 pnssed in all 
the subjects of the examination. 

Two " Further " Examinations were held as usual in the year RoyaUlilitary 
for Cadf tships in the Royal Military College. In the summer ^^^®^' 
695, and in the winter 668, candidates competed, but the results 
of the latter competition had not been ascertained at the end o{ 
the year ) 892. The number of cadetships offered at the summer 
examination was 129 (of which 108 were for infantry, 15 for 
cavalry, and 6 for West India regiments). In addition, 22 
University candidates competed for 8 Commissions in the Army, 
and 14 candidates were examined, of whom 12 passed, as Queen's 
Cadet or Queen's Indian Cadet. 

Eighteen Commissions in the Royal Marine Light Infantry Rpyai Marine 
were also offered to the candidates who attended these l^'g^*.Ii^antry. 
examinations. 

For the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich, two competitive Koyal Military 
exaniinations were held. At tiie June examination 236 com- ^^^^^J- 
petitors presented themselves, but as 122 failed in the obligatory 
portion of the examination, only 114 qualified candidates 
competed for the 50 vacancies offered. The results of t!.e 
November examination had not been ascertained at the end of 
the year 1892. 

Two examinations were also held (in April and October) for Lieutenants of 
Lieutenants of Militia desirous of qualifying themselves, so far as ^^t^**- 
literary subjects are concerned, for admission to subsequent 
competitions in military subjects for commissions in the Regular 
Army. The April examination was attended by 77 candidates, 
of whom 60 qualified; the October examination bj^ -63 candi- 
dates, of whom 34 qualified. 

During the year also six candidates were examined under 
the Regulutior?s for the Examination of Officers of the Colonial 
Local Military Forces for Commissions in the Army, two of 
whom were successful. 

Two examinations of Officers of the Army in Modem Foreign 
Languages were also held in 1892. These were attended by 101 
candidates, of whom 54 passed the minimum qualifying examina- 
tion, 22 were declared to be qualified as Interpreters, and 4 
others satisfied the preliminary test imposed upon candidates 
desiring to pursue the study of specified languages abroad. 

Naval Sekvices. 

Two examinations were held in 1892 of boys nominated by Naval Cad«ts. 
the Lords of the Admiralty to compete for Naval Cadetships. 
At the June examination 169 boys competed for 66 ordinary 
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Cadetships, and at the November examination 193 boys were 
nominated to compete for 56 ordinary Cadetships, but the 
results of this examination had not been ^ascertained on 
the 31st December 1892. At the June examination one 
boy passed the test examination prescribed for " Service " 
Cadets, i.e.. Cadets selected by the Board of Admiralty from 
sons of meritorious officers in the Army, Navy, or Marines. 
According to the Admiralty Regulations, a certain number of 
Cadetships are given annually to sons of gentlemen in the 
Colonies, on the recommendation of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. Four of these candidates were dealt with in the year 
1892, two of whom passed the qualifying examination, which 
usually takes place at Colonial stations on board the Admiral's 
ship, under the superintendence of a chaplain or other officer, 
examination papers being sent from this Office for the purpose. 

Two competitions were held in 1892 for Assistant Clerk- 
ships in the Navy, At the earlier competition, held in June, 
46 boys nominated by the Lords of the Admiralty competed for 
six ordinary vacancies. At the second examination, held in 
November, 60 boys, similarly nominated, competed for eight 
Assistant Clerkships of the ordinary kind, and one boy was 
subjected to a qualifying examination, which he passed, for the 
one Clerkship which is, reserved annually for sons of officers of 
the Navy who have distinguished themselves in the Service. . 

One candidate underwent the preliminary examination for 
the post of Naval Instructor but failed. 

An open competition was held in April for Engineer Student- 
ships in the Navy. The competition was attended by 133 
candidates, 30 of . whom passed a qualifying examination^ 
and were admitted. 

Simultaneously with the competitive examination seven othfer 
candidates nominated by the Lords of the Admiralty, including 
one Colonial candidate, were subjected to a qualifying examina- 
tion for as many studentships. Six reached the qualifying 
standard. 

An open competitive examination was held as usual in April 
for the entry of Apprentices in Her Majesty's Dockyards. There 
were 451 candidates, of whom 320 passed a qualifying examina- 
tion, and 140 were admitted. 
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Colonial Services. 

An Open Competition for Eastern Cadetships was held in 
November 1892. Thirty-three candidates attended the exami- 
nation, which was for two vacancies subsequently increased 
to three, viz., two in the Strairs Settlements, and one in Ceylon. 

An examination for the Civil Service of Jamaica was held in 
that island in 1892, which was attended by 27 candidates ; but 
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the results of the examination had not been announced at the 
end of the year 1892.

Treasury to acquaint you that They have had referred to Them certaia 
questions which have lately arisen in connexion with appointments 
from the Second Division of the Civil Service to other situations. 

My Lorda have given careful consideration to all (he circumstances, 
and think it desirable to express the following views upon the 
subject : — 

^ I. They hold, with the Civil Service Commissioners, that no Clerk 
of the Second Division can be appointed to any situation outside 
that Division without a fresh certificate from this Civil Service" 
Commissioners^ inasmuch as the isertificate of qualification for 
the Second Division only gives warrant for the employment of 
such clerks in accordance with the conditions prescribed by the 
Orders in Council regulating that Division. 

II. They also hold that certificates for minor staff appointments, the 

salary of which does not exceed the maximum of 500/. a year, 
may properly be issued solely under the provisions of Clause 7 
of the Order in Council of the 4th June 1870, which clause 
requires the previous consent of the Treasury and enables the 
Civil Service Commissioners, if they think fit, to dispense 
altogether with examination. 

III. They further hold that appointments of Clerks of the Second 
Division to the Upper Division, or to posts (not classified as 
Upper Division) carrying a maximum salary in excess of 500/, 
a year, or leading, in the ordinary course of promotion, to posts 
of which the maximum salary exceeds 500/., must be governed 
by Clause 18 of the Order in Council of the 12th February 

. 1876. 

My Lords request that every case of appointment under Clause 18 of 
the Order in Council of 12th February 1876 may be submitted to them 
in the form annexed hereto,* which they will forward to the Civil 
Service Commissioners in each case, if the appointment is approved.

With reference to the correspondence regarding the proposal to place the 
ConBtjible at Her Majesty's Consulate at Ghinkiang, in Schedule B . of the Order in 
Council of 4th June 1870, 1 am directed bj the Marquis of Salisbury to submit the 
following ohservations for the consideration of the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty's Treasury. 

In your letter of the 15th of January last you state that certain objections to the 
proposal had occurred to their Lordships on the ground that the regulations pro- 
viding for the grant of a Certificate by the Civil Service Commissioners to 
Constables employed in Her Majesty's Establishments in China, Japan, and Siam, 
applied to all such posts, and were intended to secure the appointment of fit persons ; 
that the Order m Council had directed that (with certain exceptions) no persons 
should be appointed to any situation in the Civil Service without such a Certificate, 
and that the exceptions hitherto admitted had usually been made because the 
duties of the post w^e of such a character that the situation could not properly be 
included in the permanent Civil Service of the State. Whereas in the present case 
it was proposed to except the situation of Constable at a particular Consulate, not 
because the duties differed from those which correiponding officers had to perfoim 
elsewhere, but because the person whom it was intended to appoint was* above the 
prescribed age, and he was consequently to that extent less fit for the service in 
question. 

The Lords of the Treasury therefore suggested that if the Constable at Chinkiang 
was to be placed in Schedule B., it should be done for reasons which would apply to 
all similar situations in the East. 

Lord Salisbury entirely concurs in the opinion that whenever practicable it would 
be preferable to appoint as Consular Constables persons possessing all the qualifica- 
tions prescribed by the regulations ; but in this instance it was found impossible 
to obtain any one else on the spot capable of performing the duties required. 
The post had, in the interests of the Public Service, to be filled up without 
delay, since it was necessary to provide some one at once to take charge of the 
prisoners. 

It was most fortunate that Her Majesty's Consul was able to secure the services 
of A.B., who held excellent testimonials from the Military authorities at Hong Kong, 
and had six years experience as Constable at Ningpo. 

The duties of the post have been performed very satis&ctorily by A.B., and in these 
circumstances Lord Salisbury is of opinion that it is not desirable at present to 
incur the greater expense of sending out a certificated Constable from this country 
to replace him. 

His Lordship has no hesitation in stating that the more economical arrangement 
affected at Chinkiang has proved beneficial to the Public Service, and in order 
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to bring A.B's. appointment within the terms of the Order in Council, and to 
provide for similar cases, which must necessarily arise from time to time at Her 
Majesty's Consulates in China, Japan, and Siam, he considers that it would be 
expedient to place in Schedule B. " persons locally engaged, with the permission of 
" the Secretary of State, as Constables, Gaolers, or in other subordinate capacities in 
** Her Majesty's Consulates in China, Japan, or Siam, but who had not obtained a 
'* certificate from the Civil Service Commissioners." 

This proposal will enable the Secretary of State to avoid the cost which would be 
entailed on public funds by sending out a man from England, when a suitable person 
can be foand to fill the office of Constable on the spot, and if it shoald meet with 
the concurrence of the Lords Commissioners, I am to request that steps may be 
taken for publisliing the usual notification in the Gazette.

I AM directed by the Civil Service Commissioners to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 21st instant, with enclosure, on the 
subject of a proposal on the part of the Foreign Office to add to

In reply, I am to state, for the information of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, that, as their Lordships are aware, 
the eflect of such a course would be to deprive such persons of any 
claim to superannuation in respect of their civil service. The result 
would be to divide individuals serving in the same capacity into two 
classes, one enabled to count service towards superannuation, and the 
other not so enabled. Whether such a distinction is desirable from an 
administrative point of view is perhaps a question for the consideration 
of their Lordships of the Treasury and the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs. But if a distinction of this nature is held to be 
undesirable, the Commissioners think that, in view of the representa- 
tions made by the Foreign Office as to the difficulty of securing on the 
spot persons capable of performing the duties required and of the delay 
and expense which would be involved in sending out certificated con- 
stables from this country, the preferable course would be in the first 
instance to apply to the cases of persons selected locally the provisions 
of the "London Gazette" notice of 16th January 1872, to which 
reference was made in your letter of the 11th of December last,* and 
then to present such persons as soon as possible afterwards to this Board 
for certificates of qualification dealing with them, where circumstances 
appeared to their Lordships to justify such a procedure, under clause 7 
of the Order in Council of4tb' June 1870.

The two literary examinations of Lieutenants of Militia occur in April and 
October, six weeks before the corresponding Sandhurst examinations, which begin 
at the end of June and November respectively. The subjects of examination for 
Sandhurst and the Militia are precisely the same, and the papers are of the same 
de^ee of difficulty and exactly similar in form. 

It would clearly be a great advantage, both in respect of economy and con> 
venience if the two sets of examination could be held simultaneously. 

It is probable, however, that a serious objection might be urged against any 
proposal t) transfer Uie April Militia Examination to June on account of the 
annual training. 

As the list tiiows that a. very large number of the trainings begin about the 
middle of tfune and last through July, it appears to be impracticable to suggest any 
change in the date of the April Examination. But the same argument does not 
apply to the transfer of the Autumn Examination from October to November. To 
this proposal, however, a different objection mi|i^ht be made, that to hold the two 
examinations at the end of November and the middle of April is to divide the year 
into two unequal periods, one of 7| months, the other of 4^ months. But the 
objection disappears if we consider periods of study rather than divisions of the 
year. For during the summer portion, \\ months mast be deducted for the 
training during which no' work can be done, and an unknown time in addition for 
the vacation which it may be presumed all candidates and tutors require. 

It is submitted, then, diat the proposed dates of examination would be at least as 
convenient to candidates as the present, while the change from October to 
November would save this Department a very considerable amount of expense and 
labour.

In consequence of remarks made to Ihem bj successfnl candidates, 
the CiTil Service Commissioners tbink it desirable to bring under the 
notice of the Secretary of State in Council the operation of the first of 
the " Announcements " appended to the Regulations. In each batch of 
eight candidates, the last three or four have little or no choice of 
provinces open to them, and in the cases of the 8th, 16th, and 24th 
in order of merit, it would have been a distinct advantage to them to 
have done less well in the examination, so as to have ta&en the 9th, 
17th, and 25th places instead. The practical result of the rule is 
(supposing the Secretary of State not to interfere with the arrange- 
ment), that of the first nine candidates, the ninth is free to choose the 
part of India to which he will go, the eighth is compelled to go to 
that part which the others reject. Number 8 is thus depiived of the 
privilege of choosing his Province, '^vhich would have been allowed him 
as a reward for his <* proficiency " in the examination if the 32nd section 
of the Statute 21 & 22 Victoria, c. 106. had continued to be administered 
as hitherto. 

The " Announcement " as to exchanges between members of the 
same, or contiguous groups, does not in the present instance alleviate 
the hardship for the candidates at the bottom of each group, for to 
judge by the record of preferences, none of those above or below them, 
who are permitted to exchange with them, would be willing to do so, 
as they would not profit by it, in their own eyes, but the contrary. 

Whether the candidates derive any real advantage from being able 
to exercise choice is a matter, the Commissioners can well understand, 
which may be open to question, but the candidates themselves think 
they do, and the fact of a choice being offered supports this belief. J V' *4 

The Commissioners would venture to suggest, for the consideration 
of the Secretary of State in Council, whether it might not be more in 
accordance with the letter and spirit of the Act if they were in future,

With reference to my letter of the 4th ultimo, on the subject of 
the draft Regulations for tbe Open Examination to be held next year • 
for the Civil Service of India, a telegram has been received in replj - 
to tbe despatch addressed by Lord Cross to the Government of India 
OD the question of testing the competence of Selected Candidates as 
regards riding, and I am now directed by the Secretary of State in 
Council to make tbe following observations to be laid before tbe Civil 
Service Commissioners. 

The draft of tbe Regulations submitted by the Commissioners has, 
BO far as it affects the question of horsemanship^ been prepared in 
accordance with the suggestions contained in my letter dated the 
9th of December lS90.t The matter having been further considered, 
the Earl of Kimberley thinks it unadvisable to omit tbe qaalification 
in riding altogether from tbe Regulations ; for its omission would tend 
to weaken the hands of the Commissioners, whereas it is necessary that 
they should in every way be strengthened. Lord Kimberley would, 
therefore, prefer : — 

(a.) To alter the existing Regulation 10, so that it may stand thus : — 
" Candidates will be tested during their probation, and must 
*' satisfy the Civil Service Commissioners as to their ability 
^* to perform journeys on horseback, and as to their qualifica- 
" tion in liding generally " ; 
(b,) To retain the words **and ability to ride" in Regulation 11; 

and 
(c.) To alter the proposed new " Announcement (xi)," thus : — 
" Candidates failing to obtain from tbe Civil Service Com- 
" missioners satisfactory certificates of ability to ride and 
'^ perform journeys on horseback will be subjected to further 
*' tests in India, and will receive no increase of their initial 
'^ salary until they have passed such tests to tbe satisfaction

The copy* which I enclose of the draft Regulations submitted by 
you shows in red ink the modifications which his Lordship would 
introduce, unless the Civil Service Commissioners see any objection. 
If tbe modifications are approved, there appears to be no reason why 
the Regulations should not now be published in the usual manner. 

I am further desired to siibmit, for the consideration of the Civil 
Service Commissioners, and for any observations with which they may 
think fit to favour Lord Kimberley, a copyj of a recently received 
despatch from the Government of Madras regarding the instruction in 
equitation of gentlemen appointed to the Civil Service of India, prior 
to their arrival in India. 

In conclusion, I am to acknowledge the receipt of Mr. Hennell's 
letter of the 26tli instant,J which will be replied to in due course.

Earl of Kimberley's wishes in this respect. 

The present Regulations 10 and 11 will become 11 and 12 as noted 
in the draft altered in red ink, which accompanied Mr. ^alpole'3 letter, 
and the Commissioners will alter the present Regulation 11 as indicated 
in that letter and the announcement numbered (xi.) should also be 
omitted. The words '^ at any one Examination " in the last line, but 
three of Regulation 9 should be deleted. 

With these alterations the Commissioners will be willing at once 
to print and issue the Regulations, if the Secretary of State should 
signify his approval of the suggested Regulation 10. 

I may add that the Commissioners are not aware tliat there is any 
legal obstacle to the assigning of marks for proficiency in riding, and 
in particular cannot see that the language of the Government of India 
Act, 1858, constitutes such obsta<;le.

2. In reply, I am to say that the Secretary of State for India in 
Council, having fully considered the matter, has come to the conclusion 
that a sufficient inducement to candidates to attain proficiency in riding 
vrill be offered by the addition of 200 to the marks in the Final Examina- 
tion of those who gain the higher certificate, in conjunction with the 
penalties for failure to attain more than the Certificate of minimum 
proficiency provided in the penultimate paragraph of the draft Regulation. 

His Lordship is, therefore, unable to approve the proposed grant of 
20/. to all candidates who may obtain the higher certificate. 

3. I am further to state, with reference to the final paragraph of the 
Draft Regulation, that his Lordship in Council considers that 
circumstanes might exist in which the infiiction of the extreme penalty 
of loss of appointment, following absolutely a failure to gain a certificate 
of minimum proficiency, might operate with undue harshness. He has, 
accordingly, decided that the penalty should be, not absolute removal, 
but liability to be removed from the list of Selected Candidates.

1. On the 1st August, 1893, and following days, an examination open to all 
qualided persons will be held in London (a). Not fewer than 56 persons will be 
selected, if so many shall be found duly qualified : viz., 12 for the Lower Provinces 
of Bengal (including Assam); 24 for the Upper Provinces of Bengal (including the 
Punjab, Oudh,andthe Central Provinces); 5 for Burma; 7 for Madras, and 8 for 
Bombay (6).

The choice thus given, however, will be subject to any other arrangement which 
the Secretary of State, or the Government of India, may deem necessary. 

(ii.) Should any appointments have to be made in excess of the 56 notified in the 
Regulations, they will be added to such group or groups as to the Secretary 
of State may seem proper. 

(iii.) No exchange of appointments will be permitted between selected Candidates, 
who, under par. 1 have made their choice of Presidency or Province, 
except between those who are members of the same group or of two 
adjoining groups, or who are separated by not more than 28 others in the 
Order of Merit, on the result of the Open Competition.
